DEPUTY HERIBERTO GUTIERREZ 
DEPUTY THOMAS OSTEEN 
COPS BUREAU 


On April 7, 2009, COPS Bureau Deputies Heriberto Gutierrez and Thomas Osteen 
Unit 20N9, initiated a traffic stop of a black Honda Accord in the alleyway, east of 
South Gerhart Avenue. The traffic stop was for some vehicle code violations in the 
East Los Angeles Station area. As the suspect vehicle stopped, a male adult, seated 
in the rear of the vehicle, rapidly exited the Honda on the passenger side and pointed 
a large handgun at the deputies. Deputy Gutierrez, in fear of his life and the life of 
his partner, fired three rounds from his Beretta 92F 9mm pistol at the armed suspect, 
missing him. The suspect fled the location, ran east and out of sight. 


The female driver of the Honda, as well as her male companion who was seated in 
the front passenger seat, remained with their vehicle. Several deputies from East 
Los Angeles Station responded. They assisted in extracting the two individuals from 
the Honda, in addition to setting up a containment in an effort to apprehend the 
armed suspect. 


Deputies set up a containment using personnel from East Los Angeles Station, 
Community College Bureau, Monterey Park Police Department, and Montebello 
Police Department. Canine Services Detail was requested and responded to the 
location. 


A thorough search of the containment area was made, but the suspect successfully 
eluded capture. The neighborhood was canvassed for any possible witnesses to the 
incident, but no additional witnesses were located. 


On October 8, 2009, the Executive Force Review Committee convened and 
conducted a review regarding the facts of this case. The applicable policies that 
were evaluated by the committee were: MPP §§ 3-01/025.00, Use of Force; 3- 
01/025.30, Use of Firearms and Deadly Force; 3-01/025.10, Unreasonable Force; 
and 3-01/050.10, Performance to Standards. 


Concerning: 


MPP § 3-01/025.00, Use of Force, MPP § 3-01/025.30, Use of Firearms and Deadly 
Force, and MPP § 3-01/025.10, Unreasonable Force, the Committee determined that 
the force used by Deputy Heriberto Gutierrez Fle reasonable and 
necessary and in compliance with Department policy. 


MPP § 3-01/025.00, Use of Force, MPP § 3-01/025.30, Use of Firearms and Deadly 
Force, and MPP § 3-01/025.10, Unreasonable Force, the Committee determined that 
the force used by Deputy Thomas Osteen Aas reasonable and necessary 
and in compliance with Department policy. 


MPP § 3-01/050.10, Performance to Standards, the Committee determined that the 
tactics employed by all personnel in this incident were within Department Policy.

SYNOPSIS: 

On Wednesday, April 7, 2009, at approximately 1350 hours, an unidentified suspect, 
AKA Robert, pointed a handgun at Deputy Heriberto Gutierrez. Quick to respond, 
Deputy Gutierrez drew his duty weapon, and fired three rounds at the suspect. The 
suspect continued to point his weapon at Deputy Gutierrez as he fled the location. The 
suspect was not apprehended despite efforts. 


COPS Deputy Gutierrez and Deputy Osteen were assigned as 20NQ on routine patro! in 
the East Los Angeles area. As they were traveling northbound on Gerhart Avenue, at 
the intersection of Beverly Boulevard, they noticed a black Honda Civic in 
front of them with an expired registration tab. 


They inputted the Honda’s license plate number into the Mobile Digital Terminal (MDT) 
to confirm the vehicle’s registration status. However, the return was slow and they 
agreed to stop the Honda. As they continued northbound on Gerhart Avenue, they 
activated their red light to initiate the traffic stop just north of the Beverly Boulevard 
intersection and south of Via San Delarro Street. Deputies Gutierrez and Osteen 
noticed the vehicle had slowed down, as if attempting to locate an available space to 
stop. They also noticed numerous vehicles parked along the east curb with no 
available parking. 


The Honda proceeded north on Gerhart Avenue, passed Via San Delarro Street, and 
then made a right turn onto an alley way, parallel to Via San Delarro. The Honda 
slowed down as if to stop and then accelerated forward and made a quick left tum into 
an adjacent alley, parallel to Gerhart Avenue. 


The Honda again slowed down as if to stop and then accelerated forward. The Honda 
did this motion an additional three times. As the Honda continued northbound in the 
alley, both Deputy Gutierrez and Deputy Osteen noticed the rear passenger, seated on 
the right side, was moving about the rear seat, looking back, and then placed his elbow 
out the window. 
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They speculated that the rear passenger was preparing to exit the vehicle and run. The 
Honda stopped approximately mid length of the alley and at that moment, the rear 
passenger in one continuous motion, exited the vehicle, and pointed a black hand gun 
at Deputy Gutierrez. 


At the moment the rear passenger door opened, Deputy Gutierrez exited ihe patrol 
vehicle. He saw the suspect bring up a handgun and pointed it at him. Fearing he was 
going to be shot, Deputy Gutierrez immediately drew his duty weapon from his holster 
and fired three consecutive rounds at the suspect. The suspect continued his motion 
and ran eastbound behind a six foot cinder brick wall, and through an apartment 
complex. 


After the Honda stopped, Deputy Osteen brought the patrol vehicle to a stop when he 
noticed the rear passenger exit the Honda, and point a handgun at his partner, Deputy 
Gutierrez. By the time Deputy Osteen exited the patrol vehicle and brought up his duty 
weapon to sight level, the suspect had ran eastbound through an apartment complex. 


Deputy Osteen and Deputy Gutierrez remained at their patrol vehicle with their duty 
weapons pointed at the two remaining occupants in the Honda. They radioed for 
assistance, advising they had just been involved in a shooting, and were holding two 
individuals at gun point 


Several deputies from East Los Angeles Sheriff Station responded and assisted in 
extracting the two individuals from the Honda, in addition to setting up a containment in 
an effort to apprehend the armed suspect. 


The neighborhood was canvassed for any possible witresses to the incident, but no 
additional witnesses were located. Deputies Galvan and Saucedo were delegated 
responsible of the incident and initiated an incident report (Exhibit A). Assisting 
Deputies documented their role in supplemental reports which are included as Exhibit B 
through Exhibit E, and included in OSS Detective D- report (Exhibit 
N). 


Internal Affairs Bureau Lieutenant Scott Brickert was notified, and Sergeants Irma 
Chevalier and Scott Hill responded to the Command Post located at Montebello 
Intermediate School to conduct an administrative review of the incident. The following 
review is based on written documentation, interviews of witnesses, and involved 
deputies.

Suspect Robert was not apprehended and there was no evidence he sustained any 
physical injury. 


PERSONNEL INJURIES: 
Deputy Gutierrez did not sustain any injury during this incident. 


PHYSICAL EVIDENCE: 

Forensic Identification Specialist Donna Brandelli responded to the location and 
photographed the scene and identified evidence items (refer to Exhibit E through 
Exhibit G). 


Forensic Identification Specialist Martin Mutuc also responded to the location and 
conducted a technical investigation which included a sketch of the crime scene and an 
evidence list (refer to Exhibits J and K). 


DISTANCE: 
Approximately 20 feet 


INVESTIGATORS OBSERVATIONS: 

The location of the shooting was in an east alley parallel to Gerhart Avenue and 
perpendicular to Via San Delarro. The alley is an asphalt paved road with homes and 
apartment complexes on both the west and east side of the alley. There were 
numerous vehicles parked about the residential complexes. Additionally, garbage cans 
were scattered along the alley. 


The patrol vehicle was facing northbound parallel to the north rear of address is. 
Gerhart Avenue. A black Honda Civic was parked approximately 13 feet in front of the 
patrol vehicle, also facing northbound (refer to Exhibit F). 


REVIEW OF RADIO TRANSMISSIONS: 

Sergeant Chevalier reviewed the radio transmission initiated by Deputy Gutierrez (refer 
to Exhibit L. The recording starts at 1350 hours in which SCC is advising a not related 
unit that there is no record of a Oklahoma plate. 23 seconds into the recording, Deputy 
Gutierrez requested 10-33 clearance and advised he was involved in a shooting in the 
alley, north of Beverly Boulevard, south of Frank. SCC repeats the information and 
Deputy Gutierrez advised that a 417 suspect ran from him and gives a brief description. 
Approximately 1 minute 53 seconds into the recording, SCC asked for confirmation of 
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Deputy Gutierrez’ location and asked if he was in the alley north of Beverly, south of 
Frank. Deputy Gutierrez advised it’s Frank’s Liquor and SCC repeats the location to be 
north of Beverly and south of Frank’s Liquor. At 2 Minutes 25 seconds into the 
recording, Deputy Gutierrez advised of the exact location, the rear alley ats. 
Gerhart Avenue. 


IAB Note: Frank's liquor is located on the Southwest corner of Beverly 
Boulevard and Gerhart Avenue at 5742 Beverly Boulevard. Deputy Gutierrez’ 
and Deputy Osteen’s position was approximately 421 yards northeast of the 
intersection (refer to Exhibit H). 


LIGHTING AND WEATHER CONDITIONS: 
It was a clear afternoon when the incident occurred at approximately 1345 hours.

Deputy Gutierrez’ weapon was examined, tesi fired, and found to be functional and 
within Department standards by the Los Angeles County Sheriff's Department Scientific 
Services Bureau, Firearms Identification Section, under lab receipt number K040853 
(refer to Exhibit M). 


WEAPON USED BY SUSPECT: 
No physical evidence was located that indicated the suspect fired a handgun. 


PROPERTY DAMAGE: 

One bullet hole located on a the suspect's vehicle, black 1998 Honda Civic license plate 
number 

One bullet hole located on a near by van, license plate number M 

One bullet hole located on a green plastic garbage can. 

The damage to these areas were in the line of fire when Deputy Gutierrez fired his duty 


weapon at the suspect.

INVOLVED EMPLOYEE STATEMENTS: 

Deputy Heriberto Gutierrez was interviewed on April 7, 2009, at 2136 hours, by 
Internal Affairs Bureau Sergeants Irma Chevalier and Scott Hill. The interview was 
conducted at the COPS Bureau East Los Angeles Office. Deputy Gutierrez declined 
represeniation and agreed to be interviewed. The interview was digitally recorded for 
review. The following is a summary of Deputy Gutierrez’ view of the incident. 


Deputy Gutierrez asserted that on the indicated date and time he and his partner, 
Deputy Thomas Osteen, were conducting regular patrol in the East Los Angeles area 
near Beverly Avenue and Gerhart Avenue. They saw three occupants in a 4-door black 
Honda Civic with an expired registration traveling northbound on Gerhart Avenue. 
Deputy Gutierrez ran the vehicle via his Mobile Digital Terminal (MDT) but did not 
receive an immediate return on the vehicle. 


Nonetheless, Deputy Gutierrez and his partner elected to conduct a traffic stop just 
north of the Beverly Boulevard intersection. Approximately 10 to 15 seconds after they 
activated their red forward fight, the Honda made a right turn into an alley. Deputy 
Gutierrez had noticed there was no place for the Honda to stop on Gerhart Avenue and 
believed that was the reason why the driver turned into the alley. 


Once in the alley, the Honda continued to travel eastbound, so they activated all their 
lights, to ensure the driver was aware of their presence. However, the Honda continued 
to travel eastbound, intermittently slowing down then speeding up. The Honda then 
turned left into ancther alley way (parallel to Gerhart Avenue) and maintained a steady 
pace of approximately 20 to 25 mph. 


Deputy Gutierrez also noticed the rear passenger (suspect AKA Robert), seated in the 
right rear seat, continuously looked back. Deputy Gutierrez initially thought it was the 
typical reaction of passengers to look back when they are being pulled over. However, 
as the suspect kept looking back, and placed his right elbow out of the window, Deputy 
Gutierrez speculated the suspect was preparing to run from the vehicle and he relayed 
that information to his partner Deputy Osteen. Deputy Gutierrez estimated the Honda 
traveled approximately 50 yards before coming to a stop. Deputy Gutierrez did not 
perceive to be in pursuit despite the fact that the Honda did not initially stop in the first 
alley. Additionally, Deputy Gutierrez indicated he did not think about radioing for 
assistance as his focus was to maintain a visual on the suspect. 


The Honda stopped approximately mid-block and the suspect immediately exited the 
vehicle. As the suspect opened his door, Deputy Gutierrez exited the patrol vehicle. The 
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suspect partially turned to his right toward the patrol vehicle and made eye contact with 
Deputy Gutierrez. In a continuous forward movement, the suspect brought up a black 
semi-automatic pistol to his mid-stomach level and pointed it at Deputy Gutierrez. 
While positioned in the V-space between the patrol car door and the door frame, 
Deputy Gutierrez saw the barrel of the suspect's weapon pointing at him. Deputy 
Gutierrez feared he was going to be shot, and immediately drew his weapon and fired 
three rounds from his duty weapon (Beretta 92FS). 


The suspect continued to point his weapon at Deputy Gutierrez as he (the suspect) 
quickly walked away from the Honda, behind a retaining brick wall that was parallel to 
the his path. Deputy Gutierrez sensed the suspect knew the area, as he did not 
hesitate upon exiting the Honda. 


Deputy Gutierrez stated he did not pursue the suspect and maintained his position 
behind the door. He noticed Deputy Osteen also maintained his position behind the 
driver’s door. Deputy Gutierrez explained he was fully aware that the two occupants 
may also be armed and therefore held them at gunpoint. They instructed the two 
occupants to keep their arms up and they immediately complied. Additionally, Deputy 
Gutierrez was mindful that the suspect may double back, and related that information to 
Deputy Osteen. 


Deputy Gutierrez requested emergency clearance via his hand held radio and advised 
he had just been involved in a shooting.

Deputy Gutierrez indicated there was a little confusion as to his exact location. He 
knew he was north of Beverly Boulevard, and near Frank’s Liquor which is on Gerhart 
Avenue and relayed that information via his radio. Approximately a minute later, his 
partner asked a civilian for their address at which time he advised of their exact 
location.

SUSPECT'S STATEMENTS: 
Suspect AKA Robert was never identified, nor apprehended. 


SWORN WITNESS STATEMENT: 


Thomas Osteen 
Deputy Thoms Osteen was interviewed on April 7, 2009, at 2045 hours, by Internal 
Affairs Bureau Sergeants Irma Chevalier and Scott Hill. The interview was conducted 
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at the COPS Bureau East Los Angeles Office. Deputy Osteen declined representation 
and agreed to be interviewed. The interview was digitally recorded for review. The 
following is a summary of Deputy Gutierrez’ view of the Incident. 


Deputy Osteen stated he and his partner, Deputy Gutierrez were traveling northbound 
on Gerhart Avenue, south of Beverly Boulevard when they saw the suspect's vehicle 
also traveling northbound, with an expired registration tab. 


After the vehicle proceeded north of the Beverly Boulevard intersection, Deputy Osteen 
and his partner decided to conduct a vehicle stop and turned on the rotator lights of 
their patrol vehicle. The vehicle then made a right turn into the aliey and Deputy 
Osteen believed the vehicle was going to stop. Deputy Osteen speculated the driver of 
vehicle pulled into the alley because she possibly thought it might be a safer area of 
contact. 


However, the vehicle continued to drive eastbound and then made an abrupt left turn 
into an adjacent alley. Although the vehicle was driving under 25 mph, Deputy Osteen 
believed it was still faster than the conditions would require. He also noticed the vehicle 
was picking up speed, so he hit the air horn to ensure the driver was aware of their 
presence. 


As the vehicle continued northbound, Deputy Osteen noticed the rear right passenger 
(suspect) extend his right arm out of the window. Deputy Osteen interpreted the 
suspect's gesture to signify that he was either going to shoot at them, or the suspect 
was discarding contraband; nonetheless, the suspect was preparing to do something. 


At that point, Deputy Osteen relayed to Deputy Gutierrez something to the effect that he 
was going to put radic traffic out if the vehicle continued to travel. Shortly thereafter, he 
saw the suspect place his hand inside the vehicle and he was shuffling with the front 
passenger. Deputy Osteen noticed the driver was weaving through some garbage cans 
as she was driving in a left to right and vice versus manner. 


Approximately three seconds later, the Honda stopped and the rear right passenger 
door opened. Deputy Osteen quickly brought the patrol vehicle to a stop and as he 
placed the patrol vehicle in park, Deputy Gutierrez was already exiting the vehicle. 
Deputy Osteen indicated he had already taken his weapon out of his holster and had it 
placed on his lap because he sensed something was going to happen. 


As Deputy Osteen exited the patrol vehicle, he saw the suspect pointing a black semi- 
automatic handgun at Deputy Gutierrez. He then heard the three gun shots coming 
from Deputy Gutierrez’ position. By the time Depuly Osteen lined up his sights, the 
suspect had taken cover behind a brick wall. 
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Deputy Osteen did not recall any conversation with Deputy Gutierrez, in which they 
advised one another that the suspect had a gun, but he later recalled the suspect's 
gestures were very obvious. 


After the suspect exited the vehicle, it appeared to Osteen as if the driver was 
considering driving away, but once she heard the three rounds, her hands went up. 
Deputy Osteen indicated he and his partner put out radio traffic but they were not 
certain of their exact location and therefore advised they were in the alley east of 
Gerhart Avenue, near Frank’s Liquor. Deputy Osteen indicated the East Los Angeles 
Deputies know the exact location to Frank’s Liquor. 


The responding deputies quickly coordinated a containment in an effort to locate the 
suspect. 


Deputy Osteen indicated he and Deputy Gutierrez held their position at the patrol 
vehicle and were mindful that the suspect might double back, and therefore kept a 
watch on their surroundings, in addition to maintaining their visual on the occupants of 
the vehicle. Upon the arrival of the assisting units, the occupants were extracted and a 
search for the suspect was executed but he was never located.

CIVILIAN WITNESSES STATEMENTS: 


Witness was interviewed on April 7, 2009, at 2233 hours by Internal Affairs 
Bureau Sergeants Irma Chevalier and Scott Hill at the East Los Angeles Sheriff's 
Station. 


Witness , she had picked up her ë S « 


his work, in Montebello. As they were traveling on Maple Street, Witness 
saw his MR obert, and he asked if she could stop, which she did. After a 
brief conversation, Witness was asked if she would be willing to give the suspect 
a ride home. Witness agreed to give him a ride home, but before taking him 
home, they stopped in East Los Angeles, a home off of Gerhart Avenue, to pick up 
some marijuana. They left that location traveling northoound on Gerhart Avenue, and 
as they crossed the intersection at Beverly Boulevard, a black and white patrol unit 
drove up behind them and turned on its lights. 


Witness SAS she immediately turned into an alley because there was no 


parking available on the street. As she slowed down to stop, the suspect continuously 
yelled at her not to stop, and to keep driving. Witness B-a scared and 
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panicked. Although she never saw the suspect with a gun, she was not sure if he was 
going to hit her and shoot Witness M- cause he kept yelling at her not to stop. 


As Witness i continuec to drive, Witness li yelied at the suspect that it was 
wrong of him to include them in his personal troubles with the police, and they did not 
want to be part of it. She recalled hearing the suspect yell that he was “not going back” 
and she presumed he was referring to jail. 


Witness lfindicated she was afraid and therefore continued onto the adjacent 
northbound alley. She also recalled paying attention to her driving as there were trash 
cans in the alley and she did not want io hit them. Witness le stimated she 
traveled less than half the length of a football field when it occurred to her that if the 
suspect should harm her, the police were directly behind and would be a witness. At 
that point she slammed on the brakes to stop. The suspect immediately jumped out 
and headed directly toward a wall. As he was running, she heard approximately six gun 
shots coming from behind her and she instinctively ducked down. 


Shortly thereafter, the deputies ordered her to place her hands in the air and then 
ordered her to turn off the car, which she did. Witness indicated she has never 
seen the suspect prior to this incident and does not know where he lives.

Witness [told the suspect he was going to purchase some marijuana in East Los 
Angeles and asked if he wanted to join them. The suspect agreed and they went to a 
home in East Los Angeles on Gerhart Avenue. After they smoked a joint, they were 
going to drop the suspect off at the intersection of Garfield Avenue and Pomona Street. 


However, as they proceeded northbound Gerhart Avenue and entered the intersection 

at Beverly Boulevard, they noticed a patrol vehicle behind them. After traveling a block, 
Witness ME- cvisec they were being pulled over and she drove into the first alley. 
As she slowed down to stop, she and the suspect started to yell at one another. 
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Witness Hi not recall hearing the suspect tell Witness Eo keep driving, 
he was just yelling that he was going to get out and run. 


Witnesslifl described both Witness fend the suspect as “panicky.” He 
sensed Witness HR cic: not want the suspect to get out and run and believed the 
suspect panicked because he did not want to get in trouble with the police. 


Witness CNT: to drive a short distance and they turned left into the 
adjacent alley. Witness drove between 5 to 10 miles per hour for a short 
distance until she decided to stop. 


As Witness | ed the vehicle, the suspect opened the rear passenger door 
and ran away. Witness MI caiac heard two gun shots. At which time he 
quickly lcoked back and only saw the patrol vehicle and then instinctively ducked down 
as he did not want to be shot. Witness fstated he was holding his cell phone in 
his hands and threw it on the floor board so that the deputies could see his hands were 
free of a weapon. 


Shortly thereafter, the deputies instructed them to place their hands out of the vehicle 
until they were ordered out of the vehicle.

Witness [EE described the individual (suspect) as being between the ages of 20 
to 25, 5'10" approximately 200-215 pounds, wearing a white t-shirt and blue jeans.
